LONDON, Oct. 4.—The new 


German cabinet will consist of four | 
ministers, says a Central News dis- 
patch from Berlin this evening. Dr. | 
Stresemann, Chancellor and Foreign 
Minister; Herr Minoux, Minister of 
Economy and Finance; Dr. Otto 
Gessler, Minister of Home Affairs, 
and Defense, and Heinrich Brauns, 
Minister of Labor and Food.

BERLIN, Oct. 4.—With the 
tirement of Chancellor Stresemann’s 
coalition Cabinet, there is talk of es- 
tablishment of a civilian dictator 
supported by martial law. 

Dr. Stresemann, himself, is speken 
of in some quarters as well fitted to 
take over such an office, in view of 
his experience in economics and fi- 
hances. Meanwhile, he has been 
invited by President Ebert to form 
another ministry. 

The resignation of the Cabinet 
came last night after the four So- 
cialist members had withdrawn, fol- 
lowing their rejection of a compro- 
mise proposed by the CHancellor en 
the eight-hour law. The bourgeoise 
members voted to retire and author- 
ized Dr. Stresemann to apprise 
President Ebert of their decision. 

The Chancellor returned from a 
visit to the executi*’e soon after mia- 
night and immediately received the 
German editors to whom he reviewe:i 
events leading up to the retiremen< 
of his ministry. 

It is noteworthy that, although 
Cabinet members among themselves 
were in full accord on all issués, “his 
concurrence of opinion was lacking 
in the political parties which the 
ministers represented. 

Smaller Cabinet Proposed. 

“The views of the people 
large,” said the Chancellor, “no 
longer coincide with those of the 
parties, and if it were not for the 
prevailing conditions of unrest, the 
best solution of the whole provdlém 
would be new Reichstag elections.’ 

The Chancellor proposed that he 
have a smaller Cabinet, as he is no 
longer obliged to consider the part:- 
san wishes of eac“ party, as was 
the case in the retiring ministry.

In the first race, for civilian pi- 
lots in planes of low horsepower, the 
Flying Club of St. Louis trophy 
was won by Walter E. Lees of Day- 
ton, O., with a time average of 89.33 
miles an hour over the course of 
150 kilometers, or 83.21 miles. His 
elapsed time over the course was 
cone hour 2 minutes 37.07 seconds. 

The third race of army and navy 
flyers for the Liberty Engine Build- 
ers’ trophy, began at 2 p. m. 

Ensign D. C. Allen, flying a Cur- 
tiss 18-T in the Liberty race, when 
a few miles from the starting line, 
experienced motor trouble and made 
a desperate attempt to land in an 
open field just behind the hangars 
to the left of the starting line, but 
crashed into a group of trees. It was 
officially announced that Allen was 
not hurt. 

For the spectators at the field, the 
air races consist of the start and the 
approach and passing on each of the 
laps, when the flyers round the 
checkered field pylon. As the planes 
start singly, the first one to cross the 
line in a close finish is not necessa- 
rily the winner; but it happened in 
the first two races today that the 
one who came in first was the win- 
ner.

too hot for him to handle. Ward 
isa good player, but does not class 
with his rival. 

Scott in Sixth World’s Series. 

Bancroft, although he was out 
of something like 40 games this 
season because of iliness, covers 
more ground than the ageing 
Scott, who will be participating in 
his sixth world’s serles. Then Ban- 
croft is a flashier fielder than his 
A. L. rival. 

There is littie to choose at first, 
where Wally Pipp and George 
Kelly hold forth. Joth are .309 
batters, with the Yankee owning 
a figure of .306 and his rival .301. 
Both are good fielders, but the 
lanky Giant initial station guard- 
ian can outthrow his opponent. 


Kelly has one of the best throw- 
ing arms in the major leagues. 
Groh Outhits Dugan. 

Heine Groh has an advantage 
over Joe Dugan-in batting, with 
297 to .279, but there is little to 
choose between the pair in fielding, 
of course, providing Groh is in 
physical condition. . Groh has a 
bad knee, which forces him out of 
the game several ‘times a season, 
and this old handicap may devel- 
op again during the world’s series. 

In long-distance clouting the 
Giant quartet also has a slight ad- 
udvantage, with 33 home runs, 
against 27 for the Yankees. 


Both Clubs’ Reserves Good. 

Each club has two infield re- 
serves. The Giants have Jackson 
and Maguire, two youngsters, who 
have shown well in the games in 
which they have participated. 
Jackson played short during PBan- 
croft’s illness, and did a good job. 
Maguire played second when 
Frisch moved to third, with Groh 
out of the running.

| Years is covered with ice and snow, 


is very hard. Sometimes in winter 
it is impossible to get sufficient food 
for many days, for all food must 
be wrested from the sea or hunted 
on the icy land. 

This is the reason the Eskimos 
indulge in great feasts when they 
have plenty of food. But why the 
difficulty of securing sufficient food 
for comfort or even safety all the 
year round does not cause them to 
take thought for tomorrow is a 
mystery to every visitor. For fam- 
ine comes all too often to the kind- 
ly Eskimo. 

One of the deep-rooted traits of 
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the Eskimos is thought for others. 
Old persons, widows and orplans 
are cared for by the rest of the vil- 
lage. No one is permitted to lack 
food or shelter. If he is not able 
to work, food is given him as long 
as the others have anything. In- 
deed, an Eskimo would not 
Share his last bite with another in 
distress is unheard of in hospitable 
Baffin Land.
